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MESSAGE     FROM    THE  PRESIDENT 


During  the  Colleges  Orientation 
programs  this  summer,  I  had  the 
pleasure  of  greeting  new  students 
who  will  begin  their  studies  in  the  fall  of 
1998.  These  many  students,  accompanied 
by  their  parents,  had  already  chosen  their 
future  college,  and  the  satisfaction  they  felt 
at  having  selected  Western  New  England 
College  was  evident.

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Life  Through  the  Country  Fair 


In  a  New  Book,  a 
Western  New  England 
College  Professor 
Explores  the  Many 
Aspects  of  the  Country 
Fair  and  its  Place 
in  Society 


To  many  people  in  and  around 
southern  New  England,  the  Eastern 
States  Exposition,  which  draws  a 
million  visitors  a  year  to  its  West  Springfield, 
MA,  grounds,  is  what  they  think  of  as  a 
"country"  or  "state  fair."  Not,  however,  to 
Associate  Professor  Charles  Fish,  who  was 
recently  named  chair  of  the  English 
department  at  Western  New  England 
College.  Fish  is  the  author  of  Blue  Ribbons 
&  Burlesque:  A  Book  of  Country  Fairs, 
published  July  3  by  the  Countryman  Press, 
a  division  of  WW.  Norton.  To  Fish,  a  county 
fair  is  the  small  fair  of  his  youth,  a  fair  that 
despite  its  lack  of  size  in  comparison  to  the 
Big  E,  was  no  less  dazzling  and  amazing. 


"I  like  fairs  and  have  always  enjoyed 
them,"  Fish  explains.  "I  love  talking  to 
people  with  special  skills.  No  matter  how 
quiet  they  may  be  on  other  matters,  people 
are  eager  to  talk  to  you  about  their  special- 
ties. They  open  up  to  you  after  you  gain  their 
confidence.  I  talked  with  trainers  of  show 
horses,  what  makes  a  good  driver;  I  did  lots 
of  interviews  with  a  veterinarian,  a  race  car 
driver,  owners  of  oxen  used  in  oxen  pulls. 
The  book  even  talks  about  fair  banners  as  a 
form  of  folk  art."  In  the  book  itself,  he  puts 
it  another,  even  more  eloquent,  way.  "This 
volume  has  a... double  perspective.  One  is 
my  desire  to  understand  the  workings  of  a 
form  of  entertainment  that  in  memory 
pleases  me  still.  The  other  is  the  memories 
themselves,  my  recollections  of  those  years 
between,  say,  ten  and  sixteen,  in  the  mid- 
19405  and  early  '50s,  when  country  fairs  fed 
my  growing  awareness  of  daring  and  skill, 
of  novelty,  lust,  and  the  bizarre,  of  the  in- 
toxication of  crowds,  of  the  beauty  of  ani- 
mals and  machines,  and  of  the  spell  of  lights 
against  the  dark  sky." 

Fish  also  discusses  the  technical  side  of 
running  a  fair,  not  surprising  when  you  leam 
that  his  great  great  grandfather  helped  found 
the  Rutland  Fair  in  the 
1850s,  now  one  of  the 
largest  in  Vermont,  and 
served  as  its  president  for 
a  time.  Fish's  uncle, 
Sherwin  Williams  ("No 
relation  to  the  paint  com- 
pany," he  says  with  a 
laugh),  was  a  longtime 
trustee  of  the  Fair  and 
Sherwins  son  and  grand- 
son are  still  Rutland  Fair 
officials.  Clearly,  fairs  are 
in  his  blood.  And  that 
explains  one  more  rea- 
son why  he  undertook 
the  task  of  writing 
about  them.  He  still  re-

tains  those  roots,  living  in  Dummerston,  Ver- 
mont, just  outside  Putney,  with  his  wife, 
Eleanor. 

Blue  Ribbons  is  sprinkled  with  stories  of 
the  various  fairs,  some  of  them  quite  color- 
ful. It  was  said,  not  too  long  ago,  that  to  gain 
admittance  to  the  annual  "Worlds  Fair"  in 
Tunbridge,  Vermont,  you  "had  to  have  a 
bottle  in  your  pocket  and  your  neighbors 
wife  on  your  arm." 

"For  some  reason,  that  Fair  earned  the 
reputation  as  being  pretty  rough,"  he  says. 
"No  one  seems  to  know  why  and  it  certainly 
wasn't  the  only  one  where  a  lot  of  drinking 
and  illicit  sex  were  going  on.  Yet,  somehow, 
this  particular  fair  became  known  as  the  one 
that  made  and  broke  more  marriages  than 
any  other  fair  in  the  state." 

And  how  did  this  little  fair  get  the  name 
"World's  Fair,"  something  even  the  18  day 
Big  E  doesn't  pretend  to  be?  That  story,  too, 
is  in  the  book.  Fish  writes,  "In  a  public  ad- 
dress in  1867,  former  Lieutenant  Governor

Life  Through  the  Country  Fair  continued 


Burham  Martin  called  the  event  'a  little 
world's  fair,'  just  as  'you'd  call  a  tall  man 
"Shorty"  or  a  fat  person  "Bones",'  as  one 
commentator  has  noted,  and  the  name 
stuck.'" 

Perhaps  the  ten-year-olds  of  those  days 
were  blissfully  unaware  of  the  undercurrent 
of  the  fairs  or  perhaps  it  was  simply  toler- 
ated as  part  of  life  in  rural  Vermont  then. 
This  was  in  the  days  before  television  and 
towns  with  movie  theaters  were  often  a  long 
distance  away.  Radio  was  popular,  but  when 
the  fair  hit  town,  it  was  the  social  event  of 
the  year  for  many  of  the  attendees. 

"I  wrote  the  book  from  three  perspectives 
that  are  interwoven  through  the  narrative," 
Fish  says.  "One  of  them  is  from  the  perspec- 
tive of  a  young  boy  growing  up  in  the  1940s 
and  '50s  in  small-town  Vermont.  The  fairs 
back  then  stood  out  more  as  theater  and 
spectacle  than  they  do  today.  They  still  at- 
tract huge  crowds,  but  more  in  the  spirit  of 
other  events  like  major  concerts.  The  fairs 
do,  in  fact,  now  feature  concerts  along  with 
other  attractions."  The  other  perspectives  are 
Fish's  viewpoints  as  the  younger  man  who 
photographed  the  fairs  in  the  1970s,  and  his 
thoughts  now. 


His  recollection  of  his  experiences  at  the 
fair  as  a  youngster  are  pure  enjoyment.  Early 
in  the  book,  he  talks  about  going  with  his 
friends  through  the  innumerable  shortcuts 
(and  what  young  boy  didn't  know  a  hun- 
dred "shortcuts"  through  his  hometown?) 
to  the  "secret"  spot  where  they  could  sneak 
into  the  fair — a  tradition  he  quotes  one 
source  as  saying,  "Trying  to  sneak  into  the 
fair  has  been  a  ritual  as  far  back  as  anyone 
can  remember."  The  fair  owners  likely  tol- 
erated this  because  they  knew  those  young- 
sters would  spend  their  money  somewhere 
else  inside.  Fish's  same  source  also  relates 
the  story  of  one  enterprising  man  who  was 
hired  by  a  fair  owner  to  patrol  the  perim- 
eter, but  who,  instead,  cut  his  own  hole  in 
the  fence  and  charged  people  50<t  to  get  in — 
even  on  Kids'  Day,  when  the  youngsters 
could  officially  walk  in  through  the  main 
gate  for  free.  Through  Fish's  prose,  one  can 
almost  hear  the  anguished  cries  of  the  kids 
yelling,  "What  a  gip!"  (The  man  was  even- 
tually found  out  and  fired.)  And  one  can 
sense  a  certain  glee  even  now  when  Fish 
writes  of  his  own  experiences,  "The  guards 
were  hired  because  they  were  cheap,  not  fast; 
they  couldn't  catch  us.  It  took  but  a  moment 


to  climb  the  fence.  The  guard  hollered.  We 
laughed,  ran  through  the  woods,  down  the 
bank,  and  between  the  parked  cars  to  the 
midway." 

As  a  ten-year-old,  Fish  might  have  ex- 
plained a  youngster's  fascination  with  fairs 
by  saying  they  were  "keen,"  but  looking 
back,  he  sees  a  wider  perspective.  "The  Fair' 
was  a  big  event  when  it  came  to  town,"  he 
recalls  from  his  office  in  Herman  Hall,  an 
office  loaded  with  shelf  after  shelf  of  books — 
just  what  one  would  expect  from  an  English 
professor  and  author.  "The  fairs  were  an 
annual  festival  that  made  a  big  impression 
on  me.  They  let  us  see  a  side  of  life  that  you 
saw  nowhere  else  back  then,  but  that  now, 
movies  and  TV  bring  right  into  your  home. 
In  that  sense,  the  fairs  were  a  part  of  grow- 
ing up."  He  puts  it  succinctly  in  the  book, 
"(The  fairs)  were  rich  with  images  and  won- 
ders at  a  time  when  entertainment  was  more 
restrained,  the  panorama  of  the  wide  world 
less  brutally  revealed.  They  presented  forms 
of  excellence  growing  out  of  our  daily  life — 
fine  cattle,  fast  horses,  efficient  machines — 
but  they  also  offered  provocative  glimpses 
of  forms  of  pleasure  and  the  grotesque  usu- 
ally veiled  in  our  little  village." 
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Fish  is  quick  to  add  that  today,  the 
Tunbridge  Fair  has  become  much  more  fam- 
ily-oriented and  the  rough-and-tumble  repu- 
tation has  faded.  A  modern  visitor  to  a  fair 
now  might  be  surprised  to  learn  that  at  one 
time,  they  often  included  burlesque  shows, 
along  with  the  famous,  but  now  passe,  freak 
shows. 

"What  made  fairs  so  appealing  was  that 
they  were  out  of  keeping  with  what  was  con- 
sidered 'normal'  behavior  the  rest  of  the 
year,"  he  points  out.  "For  instance,  as  kids, 
we  were  taught  that  it  is  impolite  to  stare  at 
people,  but  at  the  fair,  it  was  expected  of  you 
to  stare  at  the  people  in  the  freak  shows  or 
at  the  burlesque  queens.  It  was  also  a  ques- 
tion of  illusion  and  reality  and  how  we  are 
delighted  to  be  deceived.  The  women  in  the 
burlesque  shows  were  projected  as  glamor- 
ous and  alluring,  when  the  reality  is  that 
these  were  not  the  Folies  Bergere  and  they 
lived  a  tough  life." 

Sometimes,  the  deception  was  not  only 
on  the  public.  In  one  incident  described  in 
the  book,  a  pair  of  "Siamese  twins"  got  into 
an  argument  on  stage  and,  quite  miffed  with 
each  other,  simply  separated  and  walked  off 
in  two  different  directions.  Not  only  was  the 


audience  stunned,  but  the  owner  of  the  show 
was  equally  dumbfounded.  Their  deception 
had  been  so  good  that  up  until  that  moment, 
even  he  had  no  idea  that  these  were  two 
perfectly  normal  humans  performing  a 
scam! 

Naturally,  there  was  much  more  to  the 
fairs  than  burlesque  and  freak  shows.  Much 
of  the  rest  is  still  with  us — the  games  of 
chance  on  the  midway,  the  rides,  the  per- 
forming animals. 


And,  of  course,  the  competitions,  which 
Fish  calls  "displays  of  excellence." 

"This  is  the  'Blue  Ribbon'  of  the  books 
title,"  he  explains,  "the  produce,  the  show 
animals,  all  those  things  which  are  still  a  part 
of  any  fair  today." 

The  competitions  were,  and  still  are, 
wide-ranging.  Some  of  the  events  were  seen 
only  at  the  fair  once  a  year — the  noise  of 
midget  cars  and  the  excitement  of  horse  rac- 
ing (Fish  notes  that  pari-mutuel  betting  did 
not  become  popular — or  even  legal — until 
1978,  but  who  knows  how  many  side  bets 
made  these  races  just  a  bit  more  exciting 
before  then?).  The  competitors  in  these  races 
were  generally  professionals  who  made  the 
circuit  each  year,  although  on  rare  occasion, 
a  local  farm  might  have  a  racehorse  or  two. 

Many  of  the  other  competitions,  however, 
grew  out  of  the  familiar,  everyday  life  on  the 
farm  or  in  a  village  and  these  were  the  ones 
that  the  local  farmers  and  their  families  en- 
gaged in  and,  more  than  that,  looked  for- 
ward to  each  year  .  Some  were  just  as  ac- 
tion-filled and  exciting  as  the  midget  cars 
and  racehorses — the  oxen  and  horse  pulls, 
for  instance — while  some  were  quietly  dra- 
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malic.  And  he  sees  the  value  in  all  of  it.  "If  a 
man  brought  a  sturdy,  productive  cow  to  the 
fair."  he  writes,  "he  was  showing  his  judg- 
ment and  skill  as  a  farmer.  If  his  wife  pre- 
sented a  beautiful,  well-made  quilt,  she  was 
displaying  her  eye  and  technique  as  a 
needleworker.  Ajar  of  string  beans,  a  squash, 
a  vase  of  flowers  were  not  only  fine  speci- 
mens of  their  kind,  but  mute  evidence  of 
their  producers'  merit.  Quietly  but  clearly 
those  who  exhibited  at  the  fair  had  stepped 
forward  to  be  noticed." 

Blue  Ribbons  is  held  together  by  more  than 
200  photographs  of  fairs  from  throughout 
Vermont  taken  by  Fish  in  1970,  which  also 
illustrate  the  other  two  themes  of  his  narra- 
tive— his  perspective  as  a  young  man  when 
he  took  the  shots,  and  now,  somewhat  older, 
looking  back  on  the  two  earlier  eras  of  his 
life. 

"Even  though  the  photos  are  from  1970, 
the  fairs  didn't  really  change  until  the  1980s, 
so  the  photos  are  still  appropriate  for  the  fairs 
I  went  to  as  a  youngster,"  he  notes. 

Blue  Ribbons  is  Fish's  second  book.  The 
first,  a  critically-acclaimed  narrative  of  grow- 
ing up  on  a  farm  in  rural  Vermont,  In  Good 
Hands:  The  Keeping  of  a  Family  Farm,  was 
published  in  1995  by  Farrar,  Strauss  & 
Giroux  with  a  paperback  version  a  year  later 
by  Kodansha.  He  is  also  working  on  a  book 
on  the  Winooski  River  Valley  in  northern 
Vermont.  He  has  hiked  and  canoed  the  river 
and  interviewed  a  number  of  people  with 
special  knowledge  of  the  region  including 
farmers,  a  trapper,  a  deer  hunter,  a  geolo- 
gist, a  fisherman,  and  a  hydropower  engi- 
neer. 

"After  that,"  he  says,  "I  may  try  writing 
fiction  perhaps  using  the  rural  nature  of  my 
upbringing  as  a  backdrop." 

And  if  the  wild  goings-on  at  the  old  days 
of  the  Tunbridge  Fair  are  included,  how  can 
it  not  be  a  best-seller?

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Dr.  Jerry  Hirsch  Assumes 
New  Role  as  Provost/Vice  President 
for  Academic  Affairs 


For  Dr.  Jerry  Hirsch,  the  new 
provost/vice  president  of 
academic  affairs,  his  first 
impression  of  Western  New  England 
College  has  proven  accurate. 

"When  I  was  interviewed  here, 
there  was  a  wonderful  upbeat  posi- 
tive feeling  everyone  was  convey- 
ing," remarked  Hirsch  with  a  smile. 
"In  my  first  days  here  I've  found  out 
that  feeling  is  real.  Everyone  seems 
to  be  doing  everything  they  can  to 
move  the  institution  forward." 

Western  New  England  College 
President  Dr.  Anthony  S.  Caprio  an- 
nounced the  appointment  of  Hirsch 
as  the  new  provost/vice  president  for 
academic  affairs  earlier  this  year  with 
his  duties  officially  beginning  on  July 
1.  Hirsch  had  been  the  dean  of  the 
College  of  Arts  and  Sciences  at  Se- 
ton  Hall  University  in  South  Orange, 
NJ,  for  a  decade. 

"Dr.  Hirsch  is  clearly  a  person  of 
intelligence  and  competence,  dedi- 
cated to  academic  excellence  and  in- 
stitutional integrity,"  said  Caprio.  "I 
am  pleased  that  he  is  joining  the 
College  and  will  take  the  leading  role 
in  providing  academic  excellence  for  all  of 
our  students." 

The  role  of  administrator  is  not  a  new 
one  for  Hirsch.  A  native  of  Louisville,  KY, 
he  received  his  B.A.  from  Vanderbilt  Uni- 
versity and  his  Ph.D.  from  Stanford  Univer- 
sity A  member  of  the  Seton  Hall  faculty  since 
1967,  Hirsch  served  as  the  chair  of  the  De- 
partment of  Chemistry.  As  a  chemistry  pro- 
fessor, he  authored  a  textbook  in  organic 
chemistry  and  has  written  over  30  articles. 


He  was  appointed  as  dean  of  the  College  of 
Arts  and  Sciences  at  Seton  Hall  in  1986  and 
served  until  1996.  He  was  responsible  for 
administrating  programs  serving  over  5,000 
students.  Recently  he  had  returned  to  a  fac- 
ulty position  as  a  professor  of  chemistry. 

An  advocate  for  technological  advances, 
Hirsch  led  the  way  at  Seton  Hall  for  the  cre- 
ation of  computer  classrooms  and  pushed 
for  a  campus-wide  fiber  optic  network.  He 
is  looking  forward  to  furthering  Western 
New  England  College  s  access  and  use  of  the 


Internet  and  the  World  Wide  Web 
and  is  very  pleased  with  the  Colleges 
current  undertaking  in  making  all 
buildings  accessible  to  the  Internet. 

"Information  technology  is  a  tool 
which  higher  education  is  still  strug- 
gling with  in  order  to  find  its  best 
use,"  he  said,  and  then  added  that 
he  is  impressed  with  the  Colleges  ex- 
clusive Internet  program,  Manhat- 
tan, developed  by  Steve  Narmontas 
of  the  College's  Office  of  Academic 
Computing.  Manhattan  allows  in- 
structors and  students  to  make  full 
use  of  the  communication  potential 
of  the  World  Wide  Web  for  their 
classes.  Hirsch  is  eager  to  explore  the 
role  of  the  Internet  in  distance  learn- 
ing programs. 

When  speaking  to  Hirsch,  it's  ap- 
parent he  is  above  all  an  educator 
whose  first  priority  is  students.  Af- 
ter attending  his  first  Summer  Ori- 
entation and  Registration  weekend, 
Hirsch  remarked  how  struck  he  was 
with  the  orientation  program. 
"There's  a  real  concern  for  the  stu- 
dents. SOAR  was  impressive."  He 
was  equally  taken  with  members  of 
the  campus  community  who  attended  the 
event  in  order  to  meet  the  College's  new  stu- 
dents and  their  parents  regardless  if  they  had 
an  active  role  in  SOAR  or  not. 

Sorting  through  stacks  of  files  and  books 
as  he  moved  into  his  new  office,  Hirsch  ad- 
mitted he  hadn't  had  much  time  yet  to  ex- 
plore the  greater  Springfield  area.  He  is  look- 
ing forward  to  doing  so,  though,  and  expects 
to  be  as  impressed  with  western  Massachu- 
setts as  he  has  been  with  the  College.

The  College  will  soon  be 
welcoming  back  Kara 
Kapinos  '87,  G'89  to  the 
Office  of  Alumni  Relations.  She  has 
been  named  as  the  new  director  of 
the  office  and  will  begin  her  duties 
on  August  18.  Many  alumni  will 
remember  Kara  as  the  assistant 
director  of  alumni  affairs  from  1989 
to  1994. 

"1  am  really  intrigued  by  the  new 
administration  and  the  direction 
that  they're  taking  the  College," 
Kara  says  of  her  decision  to  rejoin 
her  alma  mater.  In  fact,  in  some 
ways,  she  never  left.  "I  read  The 
Alumni  Communicator  from  cover 
to  cover,"  she  says,  "and  I  have 
maintained  close  contacts  with 
Dean  Stanley  Kowalski  of  the 
School  of  Business  and  Dean  of 
Freshman  and  Transfer  Students 
Ted  Zern  and  several  other  admin- 
istrators on  campus  as  well  as  nu- 
merous members  of  the  board  of 
the  Alumni  Association,  so  I've 
been  abreast  of  what's  going  on  at 
the  College."

Within  three 
years  he  had  restored  Springfield  as  a  bas- 
ketball power  and  ran  off  five  straight  win- 
ning seasons,  including  the  last  three  years 
where  the  Pride  won  over  20  games  each 
season.  The  1997-98  season  saw  Springfield 
finish  with  a  26-2  record,  the  best  mark  ever 
in  its  89-year  history,  and  reach  its  third 
straight  NCAA  New  England  Regional. 

Theulen  lives  in  West  Springfield  with  his 
wife  Midje,  and  their  two  children,  Zachary 
and  Jessica.

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From  fireplaces  to  Internet  connections, 
the  new  Residential  Living  and 
Learning  Center  at  Western  New

By  day,  Hank  Schlinger  is  a  hard-work- 
ing psychology  professor  guiding  his  stu- 
dents through  examinations  of  human  be- 
havior. But  there  is  another  side  to  this  pro- 
fessor at  Western  New  England  College 
which  has  been  revealed  with  the  release  of 
his  first  CD  of  original  music  titled  One  More 
Invention. 

A  native  of  Dallas,  TX,  and  a  resident  of 
Springfield,  Schlinger  has  been  a  musician 
most  of  his  life,  but  this  is  his  first  record- 
ing. The  1 1-song  CD  was  self-produced  with 
recording  artist  Brian  Fellows  of  the  group 
Settie  (currently  on  the  Iguana  Records  la- 
bel).

Donald  J.  Dunn  is  Appointed 
Dean  of  the  School  of  Law 


A  Veteran  Member 
of  the  Law  School 
Community  Takes  on 
a  New  Role 

The  new  dean  of  the  Western  New 
England  College  School  of  Law 
doesn't  need  much  of  an  orientation 
period.  That's  because  Donald  J.  Dunn  has 
been  the  interim  dean  for  almost  two  years 
in  addition  to  being  with  the  School  of  Law 
for  the  past  quarter  century  in  the  role  of 
librarian  and  professor  of  law. 

Twenty  five  years  ago,  as  Don  went  about 
the  task  of  developing  a  law  library  in  the 
temporary  quarters  of  the  law  school  rented 
from  Our  Lady  of  Lourdes  School,  little  did 
he  dream  that  one  day  he  would  be  dean  of 
this  nationally  recognized  School  of  Law. 

Anthony  S.  Caprio,  president  of  Western 
New  England  College,  recently  announced 
that  Don  Dunn  had  been  selected  as  the  new 
dean  of  the  School  of  Law. 

"Dean  Dunn  has  served  the  School  of  Law 
very  well  as  interim  dean  since  August,  1996. 
We  are  fortunate  that  he  will  bring  his  ad- 
ministrative expertise,  his  personal  integrity, 
and  his  energy  to  the  School  of  Law  and  to 
the  College  in  his  new  role  as  dean,"  re- 
marked Dr.  Caprio.  "The  Search  Commit- 
tee recommended  unanimously  and  enthu- 
siastically that  Interim  Dean  Donald  Dunn 
be  appointed  Dean  of  the  School  of  Law. 
Professor  Dunn  will  assume  the  deanship 
on  July  1,  1998  for,  at  his  request  and  with 
the  concurrence  of  the  Law  faculty,  a  period 
of  three  years,"  he  added. 

Don's  promotion  is  significant  in  several 
regards.  He  is  believed  to  be  only  the  sec- 
ond law  school  librarian  in  the  country  to 
have  been  promoted  to  the  position  of  dean, 
and  he  is  the  first  graduate  of  the  Western 
New  England  College  School  of  Law  to  serve 
in  this  position.  A  native  of  Texas,  he  received 
his  M.L.S.  and  his  B.A.  from  the  University

of  Texas  at  Austin,  and  joined  the  faculty  of 
the  School  of  Law  in  1973.  In  1979,  he  de- 
cided to  enroll  in  the  School  of  law's  part- 
time  program  receiving  his  J. D.  in  1983.  All 
the  while  he  maintained  his  position  of  di- 
rector of  the  Law  Library. 

When  Don  joined  the  School  of  Law,  the 
program  was  undergoing  a  major  revision. 
The  study  of  law  had  been  an  integral  part 
of  the  College's  past.  The  College's  prede- 
cessor, Northeastern-Springfield,  had  offered 
a  bachelor  degree  in  law  from  1919  to  1942. 
When  the  College  was  incorporated  as  a 
separate  institution  in  1951,  the  law  program 
was  reinstated.  In  the  early  seventies, 
though,  the  Colleges  administration  made 
several  decisions.  The  first  was  to  offer  a  ju- 
ris doctor  degree;  the  next  was  to  start  a  full- 
time  program  and  establish  a  law  school  that 
would  meet  the  American  Bar  Association 
requirements  for  accreditation;  and  the  last 
was  to  build  a  facility  designed  for  the  study 
of  law. 

Don  Dunn  was  hired  to  develop  the  li- 
brary collection  and  its  services  in  the  tem- 
porary law  school  location  several  miles 
away  from  the  main  campus.  Even  though 
Don  was  only  27  at  the  time  of  his  appoint- 
ment and  the  youngest  director  of  an  aca- 


demic law  library  in  the  nation,  he  was  al- 
ready an  experienced  law  librarian  having 
served  as  the  supervising  librarian  of  the 
Criminal  Justice  Reference  Library  within 
the  Tariton  Law  Library  at  the  University  of 
Texas  at  Austin. 

Under  Don's  supervision  the  library  has 
grown  to  exceed  the  ABA  accreditation  stan- 
dards with  over  340,000  volumes  and  a  wide 
assortment  of  technological  enhancements. 
It  is  not  only  an  essential  resource  for  stu- 
dents, but  also  for  the  legal  community  of 
western  Massachusetts. 

In  his  service  as  interim  dean,  Don  has 
made  many  adjustments  to  his  personal  and 
professional  life.  "A  library  director  works 
late  at  his  or  her  own  choosing,  but  a  dean 
works  late  because  he  has  no  choice,"  says 
Don  with  a  laugh. 

Don  views  the  role  of  dean  as  not  just 
that  of  an  administrator,  but  as  a  instructor, 
colleague,  and  resource  to  students.  He  is 
also  an  all-purpose  ambassador  to  the  legal 
community,  the  alumni,  and  others.  "We 
don't  have  the  luxury  of  'inside'  and  'out- 
side' deans  as  some  law  schools  have,"  ex- 
plains Don.  "The  dean  here  has  to  perform 
both  roles  and  sometimes  has  to  be  at  two 
places  at  once."  The  work  does  not  deter 
Don,  though.  "I  love  working  with  the  al- 
ums. I  love  working  with  the  students,"  he 
says  with  great  enthusiasm. 

After  almost  two  years  as  interim  dean, 
Don  has  definitively  identified  the  challenges 
facing  the  School  of  Law  and  the  legal  pro- 
fession, and  now  as  the  school's  permanent 
dean,  he  is  working  to  put  measures  in  place 
to  meet  those  challenges. 

Collaborative  programs  are  also  a  high 
priority.  Under  Don's  tenure  as  interim  dean, 
two  important  educational  collaborations 
have  begun.  The  first  has  been  with  the 
University  of  Massachusetts.  The  joint  alli- 
ance allows  students  to  study  for  both  a 
master's  degree  in  regional  planning  and  a 
juris  doctor  degree  concurrently,  and  there- 
fore earn  both  degrees  in  four  years  instead

Laurel  Dun  '98  "Honors"  Part-Time 
Students  With  New  Policy 


When  Laurel  Dun  '98  arrived  on 
campus  as  a  part-time  transfer 
student  in  1993,  the  last  thing  she 
expected  to  do  was  fight  to  get  a  College 
policy  changed.  "I  wasn't  even  sure  I  was 
going  to  make  it  here,"  says  the  Shelburne, 
MA,  resident.  "All  I  wanted  was  to  earn  my 
bachelor's  degree."  After  a  year  on  campus, 
however,  it  was  obvious  to  Laurel  that  she 
was  indeed  going  to  make  it  academically 
and,  "I  started  paying  more  attention  to  poli- 
cies concerning  transfer  students." 

A  policy  that  she  thought  was  unfair  con- 
cerned the  honors  designation.  Previously, 
a  student  needed  at  least  60  credits  at  West- 
ern New  England  College  to  earn  honors, 
which  seemed  excessive.  "I  wanted  to  see 
them  lower  the  requirement  to  45  credits, 
which  is  what  several  other  local  colleges 
require,"  she  explains. 

She  brought  her  concerns  to  Vice  Presi- 
dent for  Academic  Affairs  Dr.  Rex  Stevens 
and  the  Academic  Standards  Committee  of 
the  Faculty  Senate.  However,  it  was  already 
near  the  end  of  the  academic  year.  The  fol- 
lowing year,  she,  along  with  fellow  part-time 
students  Peggi  Quatrano  '97  and  Mariday 
Geyer  '97,  returned  to  Dr.  Stevens  and  also 
brought  the  proposal  to  President  Anthony 
Caprio.  Dr.  Stevens  took  their  request  to  the 


Faculty  Senate  where  it  was  turned  down. 
Laurel,  who  did  not  attend  that  meeting,  felt 
that  the  senators  simply  did  not  have  enough 
information  to  justify  the  change.  She  vowed 
to  work  harder  than  ever  to  see  the  policy 
changed. 

She  spoke  informally  with  senators  to 
learn  their  objections,  and  she  also  talked 
with  Professor  Said  Dini,  the  chair  of  the  Fac- 
ulty Senate.  Once  he  understood  the  pro- 
posal, he  became  very  supportive  in  provid- 
ing Laurel  a  chance  to  air  her  concerns.  He 
suggested  that  she  and  Peggi  prepare  a  pre- 
sentation to  the  full  Senate.  "We  got  infor- 
mation on  the  number  of  students  affected 
and  put  together  a  fact  sheet  which  included 
the  requirements  of  several  local  colleges," 
Laurel  recalls.  It  didn't  hurt  their  cause  any 
for  the  senators  to  learn  that  all  of  the  insti- 
tutions she  canvassed  had  the  45  credit  re- 
quirement for  which  Laurel  and  Peggi  were 
asking. 

On  December  15,  Laurel  and  Peggi  made 
their  presentation.  On  February  16,  the  Sen- 
ate took  its  second  vote.  This  time,  the  pro- 
posal passed  unanimously,  but  with  two 
changes.  One  raised  the  required  GPA  from 
3.3  to  3.5  and  the  other  did  away  with  the 
designations  of  "summa"  and  "magna"  for 
transfer  students.  From  now  on,  qualifying

students  will  graduate  simply  "with  honors." 

"It  gives  me  a  good  feeling,"  Laurel  says 
of  the  successful  conclusion  of  her  two-year 
campaign.  "1  know  the  professors  respect  me 
for  what  I  did  and  it's  my  little  piece  that  I've 
left  for  others  who  follow." 

Laurel's  time  as  an  undergraduate  at  West- 
ern New  England  College  has  now  ended. 
She  received  her  B.S.B.A.  degree  in  account- 
ing this  May.  And,  oh,  yes,  "with  honors."

of  the  usual  five.  "When  there  is  a  blending 
of  curricular  offerings  from  two  strong  aca- 
demic programs  such  as  these,  there  can  only 
be  positive  results  for  both  institutions,"  said 
Don  at  the  time  of  the  announcement. 

The  second  is  with  the  undergraduate 
program  of  Western  New  England  College 
itself.  The  3+3  Law  Program  was  announced 
earlier  this  year  and  provides  the  opportu- 
nity for  Western  New  England  College  stu- 
dents to  earn  their  bachelor  and  Juris  Doc- 
tor degrees  in  six  years  instead  of  seven. 


Scholarship  is  certainly  part  of  Don's  le- 
gal career.  He  has  authored  numerous  ar- 
ticles, and  if  he  isn't  busy  enough  with  his 
duties  as  dean,  Don  is  coauthor  of  the  book 
that  is  considered  to  be  the  premiere  refer- 
ence book  on  legal  research,  Fundamentals 
of  Legal  Research.  He  is  currently  finishing 
work  on  the  book's  800  page  seventh  edi- 
tion, due  for  publication  this  August.  Don 
also  published  a  semi-annual  supplement  to 
the  book,  contributes  a  column  three  times 
a  year  to  a  legal  research  magazine  and  co- 
edits  the  quarterly  Index  to  Periodical  Articles 
Related  to  Law . 


The  law  is  more  than  a  profession  to  Don, 
it's  a  way  of  life  for  his  family.  His  wife,  Cheryl 
J.  Dunn,  is  a  1995  alumna  of  the  School  of 
Law,  and  their  son,  D.  Kevin  Dunn  is  a  1997 
University  of  Oregon  School  of  Law  gradu- 
ate. 

Don  is  upbeat  as  he  plans  to  meet  changes 
facing  the  legal  profession.  "The  demograph- 
ics are  shifting,"  he  explains.  "Many  older 
lawyers  are  retiring,  and  hiring  is  really  pick- 
ing up.  The  profession  is  experiencing  a  re- 
surgence. The  horizon  looks  good."

A  number  of  developments 
have  occurred  in  the  School  of 
Arts  and  Sciences  that  are  worth 
noting. 

A  new  major  in  American 
Studies  was  instituted  that  will  be 
especially  valuable  for  Elemen- 
tarv  Education  students  who  re-

quire  a  broad  liberal  arts  major. 

(The  new  Elementary  Education  program  has  attracted  33  fresh- 
man, and  the  Environmental  Science  major,  also  begun  this  year,  is 
very  healthy  with  21  majors.) 

The  Department  of  Physical  and  Biological  Sciences  will  be  of- 
fering a  Physicians  Assistant  program  in  conjunction  with  the  Mas- 
sachusetts College  of  Pharmacy  and  Allied  Health  Sciences  begin- 
ning September,  1999.  The  Department  has  also  created  a  Science 
Center  that  functions  as  a  drop-in,  support  facility  for  students  who 
need  assistance  with  any  science  courses.  In  this  respect  it  parallels 
the  Writing  Center  and  the  Math  Center. 

In  other  Department  news,  the  Social  Work  major  has  been  re- 
accredited  with  high  praise  by  the  Social  Work  Council  after  a  site 
visit  this  year.  In  the  English  and  Humanities  Department,  Dr. 
Charles  Fish  will  take  over  as  chair  succeeding  Dr.  Eugene  Angus 
who  successfully  steered  the  Department  for  the  past  six  years. 

Four  new  or  replacement  faculty  will  be  joining  the  College  this 
September:  Dr.  John  Seung-Ho  Baick,  with  degrees  from  Columbia 
and  New  York  University,  will  become  a  member  of  the  History/ 
Government  Department;  Dr.  Raymond  Kems-Zucco,  with  degrees 
from  the  University  of  Massachusetts,  has  been  appointed  assistant 
professor  of  sociology;  Dr.  Sheralee  Tershner,  whose  degrees  are 
from  the  University  of  Wisconsin,  will  join  the  Psychology/Teacher 
Education  Department;  and  Dr.  Rebecca  Wright,  who  holds  degrees 
from  Colgate  and  George  Mason  University,  has  been  appointed  as 
assistant  professor  of  environmental  science. 

Finally,  the  School  of  Arts  and  Sciences  will  begin  a  pilot  Honors 
Program  for  the  College  in  September;  the  Physical  Education 
courses  will  carry  academic  credit  starting  next  year;  and  the  Study 
Abroad  program  has  been  more  actively  promoted  with  new  sites 
in  London  and  Paris. 

In  short,  the  School  is  moving  forward  with  new  majors,  courses, 
and  faculty  to  further  enrich  the  academic  program  of  the  College.

tions, or  as  employees  after  graduation. 

As  an  alumnus  of  the  School  of  Business,  your  input  is  impor- 
tant and  valuable.  This  July  we  sent  approximately  1600  question- 
naires to  Business  graduates  of  the  classes  of  1990  through  1997. 
This  feedback,  along  with  the  findings  from  the  focus  groups,  will 
ensure  that  the  operational  processes  we  adopt  are  the  right  ones. 

With  regard  to  new  developments,  our  Fall  undergraduate  ap- 
plications and  enrollments  are  increasing.  For  our  weekend  MBA, 
the  applications  are  well  ahead  of  last  year.  It  is  still  too  early  to 
predict  enrollments  for  the  graduate  classes  but  we  expect  they  will 
increase  as  well. 

The  faculty  has  approved  a  new  major  in  International  Business 
available  to  our  entering  freshmen.  Also,  the  faculty  have  adopted 
the  requirement  of  a  "business  plan"  in  the  Freshmen  Business  Semi- 
nar, a  course  required  of  all  entering  freshmen.  We  are  excited  about 
our  four  new  faculty  hired  for  this  coming  year.  Your  alma  mater  is 
positioned  well  to  meet  the  challenges  of  the  21st  century.

As  I  begin  my  second  year  as 
dean  I  am  pleased  to  report  that 
the  School  of  Engineering  is  do- 
ing very  well.  Freshmen  enroll- 
ment for  the  Fall  1998  semester 
increased  over  25%  from  the  pre- 
vious year;  the  placement  rate  for 

our  graduates  to  industry  and  graduate  school  is  above  97%;  faculty 
are  enthusiastically  improving  curricula  in  keeping  with  the  new 
ABET  2000  criteria;  and  technology  in  Sleith  Hall  is  being  upgraded. 
Several  new  initiatives  were  successfully  started  this  year  including 
the  Engineering  Challenges  newsletter,  the  Applied  Engineering  Sym- 
posium, and  several  community  outreach  activities. 

The  Applied  Engineering  Symposium  was  a  great  success.  A  poster 
session  highlighting  both  student  and  faculty  projects  was  featured. 
Faculty  members  presented  seven  different  technical  seminars  on 
current  engineering  applications.  This  event  provided  the  opportu- 
nity for  practicing  professionals  to  meet,  gather  new  information, 
and  exchange  ideas. 

The  School  will  soon  initiate  an  annual  survey  of  engineering 
alumni.  We  will  be  seeking  feedback  on  specific  topics  including 
technical  preparation  for  work,  career  paths,  and  professional  regis- 
tration. This  survey  will  help  us  to  assess  and  improve  the  effective- 
ness of  our  engineering  programs.  In  addition,  this  information  will 
assist  us  in  preparation  for  our  next  ABET  accreditation  visit  in  the 
Fall  1999.  Alumni  participation  is  essential  in  this  endeavor. 

Dr.  James  Masi  retired  this  spring  after  completing  18  years  of 
distinguished  service.  While  he  was  a  professor  of  electrical  engi- 
neering he  also  taught  courses  in  environmental  science,  the  Cul- 
tures program,  and  was  instrumental  in  developing  and  implement- 
ing the  biomedical  engineering  program.  Dr.  Masi  has  continued  to 
enhance  the  national  reputation  of  the  College  with  his  efforts  in 
making  Western  New  England  College  one  of  ten  colleges  to  receive 
scholarship  funds  from  the  Electrical  Manufacturers  and  Coil  Wind- 
ers Association  (EMCWA).  Even  though  Jim  has  officially  left  the 
college,  he  is  still  an  integral  part  of  our  continued  success.  He  will 
team-teach  a  graduate  level  course  in  electro-optics  in  the  fall.  Much 
of  his  time  will  be  spent  as  executive  director  of  the  Northeast  Cen- 
ter for  Telecommunications  Technology  (NCTT)  in  Springfield,  MA. 

Your  suggestions  for  improvements  are  always  welcome.  As  the 
1998-99  academic  year  begins,  I  look  forward  to  helping  in  the  con- 
tinued strengthening  of  our  School  of  Engineering.

On  July  1,  my  title  changed 
from  Interim  Dean  to  Dean.  Af- 
ter almost  two  years  in  the  "in- 
terim" position  and  following  a 
nationwide  search,  the  faculty  of 
the  School  of  Law  recommended 
me  for  the  permanent  appoint- 
ment, and  President  Caprio  made 
it  official  shortly  thereafter.  I  am 
both  honored  and  excited. 

These  are  challenging  times  for  law  schools.  The  most  signifi- 
cant challenge  is  that  of  admissions  where  we  have  seen  an  annual 
decline  in  applications  over  the  past  six  years,  and  more  signifi- 
cantly in  the  northeast  than  elsewhere  in  the  country.  Our  purpose- 
ful decision  to  downsize  in  order  to  help  maintain  quality  places  an 
enormous  strain  on  the  budget.  Sound  management,  some  neces- 
sary belt  tightening,  and  long-range  planning  will,  however,  keep 
us  strong. 

Yet,  our  law  school  remains  remarkably  stable.  Almost  all  cur- 
rent full-time  faculty  members  have  been  here  ten  years  or  longer, 
several  for  more  than  20  years.  It  is  these  people  who  instill  in  oth- 
ers the  value  of  providing  academic  rigor  in  a  caring  environment. 
This  is  shown  year  after  year  by  our  students'  expressed  satisfaction 
at  the  quality  of  academic  instruction  and  personal  attention  they 
receive.  Our  most  recent  job  placement  rate  of  88%  six  months  out 
of  law  school  is  a  strong  indicator  that  our  graduates  are  being  val- 
ued nationwide.  With  our  over  5,400  alums  working  in  48  states, 
two  territories,  and  eight  countries,  we  are  indeed  expanding  our 
horizons.  This  past  years'  entering  class  came  from  24  states  and  a 
similar  figure  is  anticipated  for  the  year  beginning  in  September. 

As  we  prepare  for  the  start  of  fall  classes,  we  look  forward  to  that 
new  group  of  students  who  will  be  joining  us.  We  must  also  begin 
the  process  of  recruiting  new  faculty  members  to  fill  our  vacant 
slots  and  gaps  in  curricular  coverage.  Our  goal,  as  it  has  always 
been,  is  to  find  individuals  who  will  continue  our  unique  culture 
that  has  developed  over  the  years  and  which  is  so  valued  by  our 
students  and  alumni.  We  have  proved  that  students  can  leam  in  an 
environment  where  they  are  challenged  intellectually  without  the 
so-called  "Paper  Chase"  approach.

In  another 
widely  reported  case,  Palombo  exposed 
Robert  Hunt,  an  imposter  who  posed  as 
a  NASA  shuttle  astronaut  to  collect 
unwarranted  lecture  fees  and  defraud  a 
number  of  women.  Palombo  was  a 
highly  regarded  member  of  Attorney 
General  Scott  Harshbarger's  narcotics 
task  force.  He  earned  commendations 
from  the  FBI,  the  Drug  Enforcement 
Agency.and  several  from  the  Massachu- 
setts State  Police. 

"Andy  Palombo  was  truly  a  cop's 
cop.  He  was  as  loyal,  as  he  was  loved. 
He  was  as  tough,  as  he  was  intelligent. 
His  love  of  teaching,  was  only  over- 
shadowed by  his  love  of  his  family,  his 
dedication  to  duty  and  his  zest  for  life!"
